- Of the Foreſt Laws in general. 


TE is Repozted by Antient Þiſtoztans, That 
Foreſts have been always in this Kingdom 
from the 141 time that the ſame was inhabited. 
And the Authoꝛ of Concordantia Hiſtoriarum tells 
ug, That Gurguntius the Son of Belyn, a King 
of this Iſland, did make certain Foreſts, fo? his 
Kings in Wiltſhire; And that divers other 


” 


ings have done the like, ſince his time. hic 
Ns yo Kings of this Realm have Aung 
maintained, and pꝛeſer ved (with divers Pri- 
blleges, and Laws appzopziated thereunto) as 
places of pſeaſure, and delight, to2 their Rop- 
al Paſtime, and Diverſion. 
And when it happen d that any Dffenders 


Entred into thoſe paiviledg'd Places, and 


Committed any Treſpaſs therein, they had 
very ſevere. Puniſhments inflicted upon them, 


accoꝛding tothe Laws then in fozce, which were 


very grievous, and altogether uncertain, ac- 
49 4 Tod the arbitrary and Uniimggd Will 
of the King: And thus thoſe Laws We execu⸗ 


ted, and their Puniſhments continued, until 
About the year 1016, When Canutus the Dane be-
